Judge Quin, assisted by attorney 
Hugh B. Fleece, has devoted mucl 
time and attention to the drafting 
of this plan for reorganization, 
having checked it careful'y in the 
light of the State's legal require- 
ments, as weM as its more practical 
financial phases.

the plan and discuss it in de- 
tail with the depositors and other 
interested parties. The plan pro- 
vides for a reorganization com- 
mittee of representative citizens, 
interested in the banks deposits, who 



, 15 per cent of which are to be 

allocated for the purchase of Bank 
stock. 75 per cent of the deposits 
are to be held in a reserve fund, 
out of which the depositors will 
draw dividends proportinately as 
liquidation becomes possible. 

The meeting will be open to the 
public.

Money in Banks

In all this discussion about bank failures one thing ought not 
be lost sight of. Most of the banks which have been failures really 
have not failed at all. 

■It is. the business of a bank to lend money, and when it dots, it 
takes as security notes or mortgages. 

In ordinary times it can hypothecate its notes or mortgages in 
case any depositors demand their money, and pa ' them back. 
However, the past two years have not been ordinary times, and 
when a bank that has loaned its m oney on notes and mortgages 
has been called upon to liquidate, it has not been able to do that, 
with the result that bank doors have been closed pending a revival 
of the tame when the notes and mortgages i« holds will be paid in 
cash and it will be in a position to hand over to its depositors the 
money which they cannot now get, because of the conditions out 
lined- 
It is probably true that in not 5 per cent of the bank failures in 
the past two years have depositors lo» t for good all of their de- 
posits. In some instances, they will lose nothing, because as soon 
as times become normal it will be possible for all the frozen as- 
sets of banks to be melted into shape in the form of ready money, 
and that; ready money will be returned to the people who deposited 

In the announcements of bank failures it is seldom that this 
sort of an explanation goes along with the story of the closing of 
the bank, and the impression becomes widespread that the bank 
is not trustworthy, and those who deposit money in it arc sure to 
lose it. That is not true. \ 

Most of the banks in this country— practically all of them— are 
honestly managed and have reserves sufficient to meet any deficits 
that are brought about by bad investments. With the return of 
good times the money locked up in closed banks will be available 
again to their depositors. This fact should not be lost /light of by 
depositors. 

In the city of Louisville there are just literally thousands of 
people who own fine homes which represent money they invested. 
It is quite true that in most instances the householders could not 
sell their homes, and yet they are just as much bankrupt, so far 
as homes are concerned, as is the bank which cannot) get the 
cash for the securities bought with the money of its depositor . 
Nobody blames the owner of the fine home for bad judgment because 
he suddenly discovers that he cannot turn his home into ready 
cash. What has happened is something in t le nature of an act of 
God — at least it must be admitted that human foresight could not 
forsee a condition which has descended upon the country, and 
therefore one should be slow to place blame for such a state of affairs.

from this incident was the general 
appellaction of the "Dark and 
Bloody Ground", Jefferson County 
is one of the three counties into 
which Kentucky was divided in 17- 
81. Originally the county was heav- 
ily timbered. It is now one of the 
finest tobacco markets in the world. 
The settlement at the "Falls" and 
upon "Beargrass" increases in in- 
terest as time goes on. Many 
prominent men are decendants of 
the early pioneers who settled about 
the "Falls" and assisted in wrest- 
ing the county from the savages. 
The county was named for Thomas 
Jefferson who was Governor of 
Virginia at the time the county was 
formed. 

In 1814 the Prestons came to 
Louisvi'le and purchased an estate, 
Colonel William Preston was prom- 
inent in politics and in war. His 
daughter, Miss Henrietta Preston, 
married Colonel Albert Sydney 
Johnson who tefl at the battle ' 
Shiloh. Preston Street Road „ 
quired its name from this illustrious 
family. 

Mrs. Sallie Durrett Thompson 
who taught in a small, one 
school-house, which seated 
comfortably sixty-five anxiou 
pi's, designated her school as Pres- 
tonia. Shortly after this the Louis- 
ville Southern Railway Company 
was built. Colonel Bennett Young 
was made president. He was the 
guest of Dr. Robt. 0. Durrett one 
day when Mrs. Thompson (then 
Miss Durrett) asked the colonel to 
name the crossing on Preston Street 
Prestonia. This he did. After that 
time the overhead bridge section 
was known officially as Prestonia. 

I .believe I was the first and only 
person who ever bought a ticket 
from Louisville to Prestonia on the 
train. There appeared to be some 
confusion when I boarded the train. 
The conductor asked where I was 
going. When I answered Prestonia 
he exclaimed that the train never 
made stops there. When I showed
